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Avila  College  Football 


When  preseason  football  camp  started  on  Aug.  11,  in  preparation  for  the  first  varsity  football  season  in  Avila  College  history,  new  head 
coach  Tim  Johnson  welcomed  96  players  into  the  fold.  Of  that  96  who'll  make  up  the  Eagles’  roster  in  this  first  season,  85  of  them  have  four 
years  of  eligibility  remaining.  To  say  the  emphasis  is  on  youth  this  season  for  Johnson  and  his  staff  would  be  an  understatement. 


The  2001  inaugural  version  of  the  football  Eagles  will  also  feature  some  good 
young  talent  finding  its  way  through  the  traditionally  strong  Heart  of  America 
Athletic  Conference  (HAAC). 

Johnson,  and  new  defensive  coordinator  Craig  Schuler,  have  been  dealt  what 
they  feel  is  a solid  hand  on  defense  with  All-American  candidate  Bobby  Bass  at  free 
safety  (the  team’s  lone  senior),  freshman  linebacker  David  Garner,  and  sophomore 
linebacker  Kris  Peterson,  with  up-front  anchors  in  huge  freshman  Jerald  Groves 
and  standout  rookie  noseguard  Travis  Myers,  all  lined  up  in  the  middle  of  the  field. 

"We  would  like  to  be  strong  up  the  middle  on  defense,"  said  Johnson,  "and  we 
think  we  have  some  good  players  there." 


David  Gamer  Kris  Peterson  Johnson  has  seen  enough  play  in  the  HAAC  over  the  years  to  know  what  an 

All-HAAC  player  looks  like,  and  he  thinks  Bass  and  junior  outside  linebacker 
Kylan  Moore  fit  the  bill. 

At  the  corner,  the  Eagles  should  be  solid  with  fresmen 
Aaron  Jones  and  Steve  Miller  - though  the  words  "fresh- 
man" and  "cornerback"  are  scary  when  used  in  the  same 
sentence." 

We  have  some  players  who  can  cover  a receiver,"  said 
Schuler  of  his  young  defense.  "We’d  like  to  be  aggressive 
on  defense  in  everything  we  do,  and  playing  some 
man-to-man  coverage  comes  with  that  mindset.  We  want 
to  play  fast.” 

Moore,  a 6'0",  185-pounder  from  Osceola.  Mo., 
could  be  a surprise  All-American  candidate  - he’ll  line 
up  everywhere  from  free  safety  to  linebacker  to  kickoff 

returner,  and  is  one  of  the  top  athletes  on  the  Eagle  roster.  Jerald  Groves

In  the  relatively  brief  history  of  collegiate  athletics  at  Avila  College,  there  has  been  a variety  of  shining  moments.  The 
baseball  team,  for  example,  won  the  Heart  of  America  Athletic  Conference  title  in  its  first  year  in  the  league  last 
spring.  The  soccer  and  basketball  programs  have  done  quite  well  at  times,  producing  All-American  players  and  stu- 
dents. 


Tonight  at  7:00,  however,  comes  a really  big  moment  - the  first  varsity  football  game  in  the  school's  history, 
against  a neighboring  Metro  area  college  with  a rich  history  in  football. 

An  interesting  twist  on  tonight's  opening  game  of  the  2001  season  is  that  new  Avila  head  coach  Tim  Johnson  is 
a huge  part  of  that  storied  history  of  football  at  William  Jewell.  Johnson  was  a four-year  starter  and  All-American  line- 
backer for  the  Cardinals  in  the  early  1980’s. 

That  will  mean  exactly  nothing  once  the  ball  is  in  the  air  at  7:01  - then  it  will  be  a football  game  somewhat  like 
all  the  openers  going  on  around  the  country  on  this  first  day  of  September.  In  the  great  Coaches  Office  in  the  Sky,  at  the 
top  of  the  chalkboard  written  in  big  letters,  it  says,  "You  win  with  defense."  It  will  be  no  different  here  this  evening. 

Johnson  and  his  new  defensive  coordinator,  Craig  Schuler,  are  optimistic  that  the  young  Eagles  (71 
freshmen  suited  up  tonight)  will  be  able  to  play  some  aggressive,  exciting 
defense  in  their  first  year.  Outside  linebacker  Kylan  Moore  and  free  safety 
Bobby  Bass  are  big  hitters  and  like  all  the  Eagle  defenders,  can  really  run. 

Football  is,  at  its  finest,  a game  where  young  men  learn  to  overcome  adversity. 

The  Eagles  will  be  tested  in  that  regard  this  week  - the  team's  heart  and  soul, 
sophomore  linebacker  Kris  Peterson,  broke  his  ankle  last  weekend  in  a scrim- 
mage, and  will  be  lost  for  the  season.  Peterson  is  a warrior  of  the  first  order,  and 
he  will  be  back  next  fall  - but  the  task  of  replacing  him  in  2001  will  not  be  easy. 

True  freshman  Anthony  Rigolizzo  will  start  at  the  Quick  backer  tonight,  and  he 
is  a player  with  enormous  potential.  Another  outstanding  first-year  player  in  the 
starting  lineup  will  be  strong  safety  Leonard  Casey,  a product  of  nearby  Central 
High  School  who  has  been  strong  in  the  early  going. 

William  Jewell  also  has  a new  head  coach,  though  he  can  hardly  be  described  as 
a rookie.  Dave  Bassore  has  been  on  sidelines  all  over  the  Midwest  for  24  years, 
and  Jewell  is  his  second  stop  as  a college  head  coach. 

Coach  Bassore’s  Cardinal  offense  would  figure  to  be  based  around  senior  quarter- 
back Brock  Heyde,  who  threw  for  1,683  yards  last  season.  His  top  target  could  be 
junior  wideout  Bubba  Rhodes,  a 6'  1,  185-pounder  who  caught  20  passes  as  a 
sophomore,  five  of  them  for  touchdowns. 

Also  on  hand  for  the  Cardinal  offense  second  team  All-HAAC 

lineman  Andy  Reuter  and  junior  tight  end  Josh  Titone. 

Avila  offensive  coordinator  Scott  Frear  has  a pair  of  explosive  weapons  in  freshman 
quarterback  Malik  Kincheloe  and  classmate  Kevin  Furderer  at  slotback. 

Kincheloe,  a native  of  Plano,  Tex.,  will  trigger  the  Eagles’  triple-option  attack  with  his 
speed  and  toughness  - hopefully,  with  Furderer  often  as  his  pitchman.  Kincheloe  and 
Furderer  will  also  return  punts  tonight,  and  that  could  be  a collection  of  exciting  plays  for 
Eagle  fans  if  they  can  find  some  room. 

Jewell  will  counter  on  their  defensive  side  of  the  ball  with  2nd  team  All-HAAC  defensive 
end  Jason  Rains,  and  a pair  of  2nd  team  All-HAAC  picks  in  the  secondary  - seniors  Steve 
Pine  and  Reddrick  Scott.  In  all,  the  Cardinals  have  nine  starters  back  from  a team  that  fin- 
ished sixth  in  the  Heart  last  fall. 

No  matter  the  outcome  of  Avila's  first-ever  varsity  football  game  tonight,  the  future  looks 
very  bright  for  the  Eagles.  When  you  look  out  at  the  purple  shirts  this  evening,  imagine 
Anthony  Rigolizzo  almost  all  of  them  four  years  from  now  - and  you'll  know  the  kind  of  smile  Coach 

Johnson  and  his  staff  have  been  wearing  during  preseason  camp.  ■

On  the  offensive  side  of  the  ball,  the  Eagles  plan  to  build  around  a pair  of  talented  freshmen  in  the  backfield  - both  running  back 
Kevin  Furderer  and  quarterback  Malik  Kincheloe  were  around  for  last  year's  six-game  club  schedule  and  an  intense  off- 
season program  in  the  spring.  They  could  be  among  the  most  exciting  players  in  the  HAAC  at  their 
positions  this  fall. 

Furderer  is  a native  of  Kettering,  Ohio,  while  Kincheloe  came  to  Avila  from  Plano  High  in  suburban  Dallas. 

"Malik  and  Kevin  should  be  a dynamic  combination  for  us  in  the  backfield,"  said  Johnson.  "Both  of  them 
can  make  you  miss. 


"The  questions  on  offense  are  up  front  and  at  wideout. 
Freshman  guard  Cellecio  Hernandez  and  center  John  Mulnix 
would  figure  to  be  the  leaders  on  the  offensive  line,  and 
offensive  coordinator  Scott  Frear  will  have  a variety  of  options 
to  develop  on  the  outside. 

One  of  those  options  at  wideout  is  freshman  Richard  Cooper  in 
combination  with  classmate  Keith  Bell.  Cooper  is  long  and  lanky, 
while  Bell  is  the  physical  specimen  coaches  like  to  see  catching 
the  football.  Others  in  the  mix  will  include  freshmen  Grant  Pearson  and 
Kris  Brown.

Putting  points  on  the  board  will  also  be  the  responsibility  of  freshman  kicker  Massimo 
Scaccia,  a native  of  Port  St.  Lucie,  Fla.,  who  arrived  in  camp  with  considerable 
advance  billing. 

"He  has  a chance  to  be  an  outstanding  kicker  for  us  in  his  first  year,"  said  Johnson. 
Scaccia  will  be  a vital  part  of  the  kicking  game,  and  the  Eagles  hope  to  excel  on  special 
teams  in  general.  Marquee  players  such  as  Furderer,  Bass,  Kincheloe,  and  Moore  will  be 
utilized  in  the  return  game. 


True  freshman  linebacker  Anthony  Rigolizzo,  and  second-year  freshman  Jeff  Beaubrun, 
could  be  the  special  teams'  stars  eveiy  team  needs.  Also  in  that  mix  of  players  getting 
heavy  special  teams’  duty  will  be  strong  safety  Chris  Steppig  and  wideout  Jamie  Cates. 

"There  isn't  a team  in  America  that  wouldn’t  like  to  be  good  at  special  teams’  play," 
said  Johnson.  "It  is  going  to  be  an  area  of  emphasis  for  our  staff,  however."
